The  Brooklyn  Mystery. 

The  mystery  which  has  surrounded  the 
Goodrich  tragedy  lias  been  somewhat  clear¬ 
ed  up  by  the  arrest  of  Lizzie  Loyd  King, 
alias  Kate  Stoddard,  w  hich  was  effected  last 
week.  She  was  recognized  by  a  woman 
named  Handley,  as  the  “  Kate  Stoddard  ” 
whose  whereabouts  have  baffled  the  detec¬ 
tives  for  several  months.  It  transpires  that 
the  murderess  (ns  she  confesses  herself  to 
have  been)  has  been  going  back  and  forth 
from  Brooklyn  to  New  York,  where  Rhe  hss 
supported  herself  by  daily  eoiployment,  and 
lias  even  attended  service  on  Sunday  in 
Plymouth  Church.  At  her  lodgings  the 
police  found  two  trunks  and  in  them  the 
property  of  Goodrich,  consisting  of  rings,  s 
pocket  book  containing  his  money,  and  a 
revolver  with  three  chambers  empty. 

There  were  also  found  numerous  letters 
farming  a  correspondence  between  Miss 
King  and  Goodrich.  Her  letters  to  him 
show  devotion  and  attachment  and  that  she 
regarded  herself  os  his  lawful  wife.  As 
shown  by  the  letters  of  both  parties,  anfl 
an  entry  in  the  diary  of  the  woman,  they 
wrere  married,  or  went  through  a  ceremony 
which  she  supposed  a  lawful  marriage,  May 
20,  1872.  Three  of  his  letters  to  her  are 
dated  after  the  alleged  marriage.  The  sec¬ 
ond  tells  her  that  “  it  is  better  for  both  that 
we  should  separate.  ”  The  third  letter  is  to 
a  similar  effect,  but  more  lengthy.  He  tells 
her  not  to  call  herself  his  wife  as  they  must 
separate.  If  she  will  go  to  New  York,  he 
says,  he  will  provide  a  room  for  her  and 
help  her  all  within  his  power,  but  she  must 
not  tell  his  family  of  their  mutual  relations. 
As  shown  by  her  last  brief  letter,  she  will 
leave  him  on  no  condition,  ’and  the  persist¬ 
ence  in  these  contrary  determinations

One  of  the  boat  hands 
seeing  that  Atnot  was  injured,  sprang  upon 
the  pier,  and  endeavored  to  revive  him,  'bat 
he  wosjbeyond  all  aid,  and  died  in  a  few 
minutes  afterwards.
